Much of the comment on the case of.a 


military guard under trial for killing a Ger- 
man prisoner at Crile General Hospital, in 
Cleveland, has been the result of a misun- 
derstanding concerning the term "court- 
martial." Many civilians seemed to think this 
implied an assumption of the guard's guilt. 


As a matter of fact, a court-martial is 


simply a military court of law, the equal of 
a federal court in civilian life, which seeks 
to determine, in session before an unpreju- 
diced board of officers, the rights of the case. 
There were two reasons why such a court 
was necessary in this instance. 


First, it was n protection for the guard 


himself. For, once the military court reached 
a decision, he was safe from any possible 
future indictment on murder charges in a 
civilian court. Under American law, a man 
once tried before a federal court canno(|bc 
tried again for the sumo offense. 


Furthermore, unless the records of a court 


trial were available, (he Germans might ac- 
cuse our government of murder, and re- 
taliate upon our men in their possession, on 
the grounds that we had violated the Geneva 
Convention. 


The fact that the guard was acquitted, 


after a detailed presentation of all evidence, 
including testimony ot other Nazi prisoners, 


; Is proof enough that civilians need not have 


doubted army justice. 


DOOMED CITIES 


For once it is possible to agree with Adolf 


Hitler—or almost so. 


According to a recent Moscow broadcast, 


Hitler has ordered that Berlin he defended 
to the Itist, "even if it should be completely 
destroyed." This attitude, if continued as it 
probably-will be, gives the Allied Nations a 
free hand. ' 


It was the Hitler gang that started this 


game, attacking cities—London for example 
—against the established rules of interna- 
tional law, to which the German government 
had agreed. The practice has spread by 
natural process of German assault, and 
Allied defense and retaliation, until law it- 
self has been destroyed. 


Berlin, from which have flowed nearly all 


the wickedness and trouble of this vast war 
of nations, is a natural and logical target. It 
may be necessary to destroy it as Carthage 
was destroyed, and likewise to sow the site 
with salt, leaving il lo remote generation as 
a monument to Hitler and his accomplish- 
ment.

but in accomplishments; 


Finland, Latvia, KsVhonia and 
Lithuania are 


completely absorbed by Russia: 


One-third of Poland is Declared to be Russian;

for expansion of the government and an election 
which is utterly meaningless in the present cir- 
cumstances.

Just ns Poland was placed under Stalin, so is 


Jugoslavia; 


The Russians have conceded at last joint mili- 


tary operations but are silent as to participation in 
our war with Japan. Concerning that, we must 
assume that whatever the facts, they would not be 
disclosed at this particular time. Therefore, we 
shall see what we shall see; 


Concerning Dumbarton Oaks, the Russians have 


apparently agreed to the American formula, but 
ft'Hh n Stalinist hegemony over Europe that docs 
not matter. 


This is the substance of Marshal i Stalin's over- 


whelming success at Yalta, to which Roosevelt and 
Churchill went as to Canossn. I do not begrudge 
Stalin his achievements. They are" now historical 
and all opinions on all political questions have to 
be revised in the face of the new effort to unify 
Kurope under Stalin.

Closed-End Trusts 


These are Trusts' with a definite 


capitalization

change when share's-of the Trust 
are bought or sold by investiga- 
tors. When you buy the shares of 
a Closed-end Trust, you do not 
buy them of the Trust hut through 
a Stock Exchange from someone 
who wants to sell Similarly, you 
sell the shares of a Closed-end 
Trust, not back to the Trust, but 
Uirough a Stock Exchange where 
your broker finds someone to buy 
them.

ences but that he was taken along 
as > member of the President's 
party when Mr. Roosevelt learned 
that the Bronx leader was plan- 
ning a trip to Moscow. 


Whit kind of » trip does any- 


body take to Moscow these days? 
Certainly it isn't a pleasure trip 
because the days of sightseeing 
have not yet been resumed. It 
must be either official business. or 
private business. 
The announce- 


ment which says that Mr. Roose- 
velt just took Mr. Flynn along 
when he heard of the latter's-plan 
o make a trip would seem to in- 
dicate that it wasn't official busi- 
ness but some private errand. 


Why 
were 
accommodations 


given, perhaps on American war- 
ships or on transport planes, to a 
private citizen who had no official 
connection with either the military 
or 
diplomatic business 
of 
the 


American government? In time of 
war especially it is not customary 
to allow private -citizens to ride 
on warships or in military planes 
unless their missions are related in 
some way to the prosecution of 
the war. 


The announcement about Mr. 


Flynn reads in such casual fashion 
as to imply that persons are mak- 
ing private trips to Moscow- right 
aong these days and that all Mr. 
Flynn did was, in effect, to thumb 
a ride to Moscow because the 
President was going his way. 


It is a strange' thing that ar- 


rangements were made also for 
Mr. Flynn to go to Moscow with 
Ambassador Harriman after the 
sojourn in- the 'Crimea. 
If Mr. 


Flynn is bent -on any business er- 
rand, he has certainly received a 
card of introduction of inestimable 
value which should stand him in 
good stead at Moscow. 


It also seems strange that the 


Russian government grants entry 
to Mr. Flynn while a committee 
of three editors from the' Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors, 
which merely -would like to ascer- 
ain the Russian point of view on 
the exchange, of news in the post- 
war world, doesn't apparently have 
such good luck. 


The committee was last reported 


to, be in -the south of Europe not 
far' from the Black Sea area. It 
would have been a magnificent 
gesture if the President could have 
taken the three editors along to 
the Crimea or if Ambassador Har- 
riman could have taken them to

Usually when starting overseas, 


you don't get away on the day the 
transportation 
people originally 


set for you. I remember when I 
first started going to war, how im- 
patient at delay I would be, and 
how I would fret myself into a 
frenzy over every day of waiting.

We have entered the 
final phase of thc war of the Pa- 
cific, and while it's likely to be 
long and bloody, we are at close 
grips with the barbarians who un- 
dertook to subjugate the whole 
orient and establish supremacy of 
cast over west. 


The immediate objective of to- 


day's attack, with Vice Admiral 
Mitscher in command of the air 
arm. apparently is.to destroy as 
much as possible of Japan's war- 
plane fleet based at home. Thc OD- 
cration is. of course, an integral 
part of the great Allied blockade 
which will sever all Nippon's life- 
lines and beat her war industries 
to n pulp from the air.
